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Continuation of 1 1 . Applicant present arguments that were previously addressed in the final rejection dated October 1 1 , 2007 and were 
not persuasive. Applicant's arguments primarily focus on the Kiely reference and when the upsell opportunity is presented to the 
customer. Applicant argues that Kiely is solely directed to providing post-sale upsell opportunities and cites paragraphs 27 and 28 of Kiely 
as evidence. The examiner disagrees. The examiner submits that the disclosure of Kiely purposefully leaves the exact timing of the 
upsell opportunity open to pre or post transaction occurance. Kiely discloses the upsell offer occuring "at or near" the the completion of 
the transaction because alerts are sent to third parties that a sale transaction is taking place and the upsell opportunity is available "during 
the transaction" (see at least the second aspect disclosed in paragraph 8). Furthermore, Kiely does.not consider a transaction complete 
until control of the client system is returned to the customer, which occurrs after the upsell opportunity has been presented (see at least 
paragraph 25). Applicant's claims are therefore obvious over the combination of Roth and Kiely as the independent claims recite a 
marketing opportunity occuring "during a sales transaction." Independent claims 1, 7, and 13 are rejected under this rationale as well as 
their dependent claims as no specific arguments have been presented against them. 
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
